Rut 11.68 Per Cent of Sports^ 
men Here Made Returns. 


KILL 
RASED ON REPORTS 


Over 4,000 Hunters Licensed in This 


County 
Last Y ear 
While Total 
in 


State Was 464,132. 


Reports 
compiled by 
the 
State 
Board of Game Commissioners show 
that in Adams county last year there 
were 4,108 licensed hunters, but of 
these only 480 made reports at the 
end of the season to the Game Com­ 
mission. 
The total number of li­ 
censes issued in the State were 4 6 4 - 
132, against 
433,96b 
the previous 
year. 
Estim ates of the amount of 
game killed during the hunting sea­ 
son are based upon the returns made 
by 47,000 hunters. 


The 
sportsmen of 
a number 
of 
counties took an active interest in 
seeing th at 
a large proportion 
of 
licensees sent 
in their reports. 
As 
a result of this, the sportsmen 
of 
Fulton 
county head 
the list with 
slightly over 40 per cent of the li­ 
censees returning reports. 
Several 
other 
counties 
are 
credited 
with 
nearly 25 per cent returns, while th is ; 
county has but 11.68 per cent. 
The j 
growing 
interest by sportsmen 
is j 
commendable 
and 
a 
much 
la rg e r1 
number of reports are expected this j 
year. 
The reports of g'ame 
taken 
then will be more accurate and the 
work of placing game can be carried 
on more intelligently in the various 
districts. 
The result 
of the 
tabulation of* 
these returns shows that the data j 
collected and given out by the de-1 
partment in the 
annual report was 
fairly correct and in many cases be- i 
low rather 
than above 
the actual 
kill. 
Many of those who did make J 
reports had killed 
no game, many j 
had not even hunted, 
but still the j 
statem ent shows that 47,000 of the i 
licensees in the State had averaged ! 
more than nine rabbits per man, an! 
average of Ila 
squirrels each and J 
slightly less than one ruffled grouse 
each, with other game generally dis­ 
tributed in proportion. 
As in the 
year before, the large game hunters 
gave this m atter of reporting far 
better attention than the small game 
hunter. 
With 
these enormous , figures in . 
mind, it can easily be seen that the J 
sportsmen 
of 
Pennsylvania 
must J 
continue conserving our native stock ; 
of wild gam e. 
They must see to it I 
that violations of the law are not j 
permitted in their vicinity and sup­ 
port the work of the Game P rotect­ 
ors.
